‘The reduction which has been 
made in the salaries of all Govern 
‘ment employees will be continued 
until December, 1932, ‘This mea. 
gure is being adopted owing to the 
finanelal stringency of the Govern: 
ment, according” to information 
received to-day from the Ministry 
of Finance, 

‘The Ministry's original plan of 
making full payment of all Govern- 
ment expenses beginning from July 
can no longer be encouraged owing 
to the anti-bandit campaign expen- 
ses and the detention of the Man- 
churian Customs. As a result the 
period of reduction in the salaries 
of Government employees must be 
prolonged.—Reuter.

The decline of opium consump- 
tion in British India has been

{treasure this emblem of the con- 
fidence placed in them by a very 
important section of the Chinese 
community. ‘To the outsider it 
may seem ‘almost  platitudinous 
for such an interchange of com- 
pliments to take place. In point 
lof fact, however, the misfortune 
lof Shanghai has so often been 
that of veeing political pre- 
jiudices overclouding the other- 
wise strong. sense of fellow- 
citizenship that such a sign of 
solidarity is specially weleome, 

To the discussion of the Shang- 
hai problem this event will not 
be taken to contribute a startling 
lor even a historic development. 
It is possible, however, to see in 
the attitude ‘of both "sides the 
assertion of principles which will 
be of great value when the 
future of Shanghaj comes up for 

discussion. The Chamber 
of Commerce, no less than the 
Chinese Government has ex: 
pressed its plain desire that, the 
Integrity of Shanghai should be 
respected. It has laid emphasis 
on the sticcess with which the 
Settlement hax been preserved 
from serious danger at times of 
great national emergency. Tt 
Presumably recognises the im- 
Plications of the physieal growth 
lof the Settlement and the in- 
terests involved therein both for 
Chinese and foreigners «\alike. 
Further than this it is. mot 
necessary at the momentto 
It would, however, be iad 
injustice to the Chinese Chil} 
fof Commerce if the gracefulness 
of its tribute to the Volunteer 
Corps were allowed to pass 
‘without comment, 

‘The Volunteer Corps is direct- 
ly under the juriadiction, of 
Shanghai Munfeipal  Couneil. 
That Council has adopted « 
Policy of close cooperation with 
the Chinese Municipality outside 
the Settlement. Its efforts. in 
this direction ‘have mot been 
fruitiess. In particular, under. 
the “influence of the present’ 
Mayor, General Wu Te-chen, who 
hhas expanded the process ini 
ed by his predecessor, General 
Chang Chun, the relations be- 
tween the Municipal Council and 
the Municipality of Greater 
‘Shanghai have greatly improved. 
It is, thovefore, fitting that the 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps should 
be a willing focus of a new re- 
cognition by independent Chinese 
citizens of this cordial rapproche- 
iment. Indeed it is not too much 
to say that the Volunteer Corps 
itself, by reason of its composi- 
tion “and the esprit, de corps 
which its successive Com- 
mandants have established, has 
provided in a non-political but 
none the less effective way for 
these better relations. In parti- 
cular, the Corps owes a good 
deal to the ready grasp of the

The announcement appearing 
in a prominent position in Tues- 
Gay's issue of the “North-China 
Daily News” relative to the sale 
of property at the corner of 
Foochow and Kiangse Roads by 
the Shanghai Municipal Council 
has given rise to lively dis- 
¢ussion in circles interested 
in land and others more 
concerned with certain general 
principles. The impression. 
which has gained considerable 
currency was that the forth- 
coming sale had not been 
advertised, or that if it had been 
advertised’ the publicity given 
had not been as complete as 
would be desirable in the cir- 
cumstances. Arising from these 
contentions there is a fear that 
all who might have competed 
for the property in question 
‘were not, fully apprised of the 
forthcoming disposal and that, 
if that were so, there is some 
uncertainty as to whether the 
dest possible price could have 
been secured for the land which 
has now been sold. Investiga- 
tion indicates that there was in 
fact no advertisement of the 
forthcoming sale in the shape of 
‘4 Municipal Notification publish: 
ed in that form; but in fairness 
to the Municipal Council it must 
be stated that sufficient, indica- 
tion of the Couneil’s intentions 
appeared not. only in the Muni- 
cipal Gazette but the local press 
to put intending purchasers on 
the inquiry. ‘The only question 
that can arise, therefore, | is 
whether the manner in which 
this was done is a sufficient 
answer to all the criticisms 
which have arisen. 

‘To arrive at any decision upon, 
this point it is necessary to 
follow the various steps ri 
garding publicity in this matter 
taken by the Municipal Council.

The 
important point is that while 
lone procedure was adopted with 
regard to the attempted disposal 
lof the Chengtu-Bubbling Well 
Roads property, a _ different 
method was pursued with regard 
to the site at the junction of 
Kiangse and Foochow Roads. 
It should further be pointed out 
‘that whereas the invjtation for 
tenders for the Chefigtu-Bubb- 
ling Well Roads property was 
published on April 29, and gave 
until May 13 for the bids to be 
put in—an interval of a fort- 
night—in the case of the 
jangse-Foochow Roads corner 
site, the announcement of the 
willingness of the Council to 
consider offers appeared on June 
3, giving possible purchasers 
only five days in which to for- 
mulate their schemes before 
June 8, the last day on which 
bids would be received.

land a change may serve to 
throw them off their guard. If 


it is true that persons likely to 
be interested in such surplus 
land of the Council's look for 
notifications in the Gazette, 
which is a well recognised place 
for such, then it must be noti- 
fications’ which they should 
jordinarly be able to find and 
which should follow well defined 
rules thereby obviating any 
ldanger of their being overlook- 
led. “It should not be a notifica- 
tion one day and a “‘news.story” 
the next, for it eannot be too 
strongly” emphasised that, in 
matters involving the sale of 
public property, established 
procedure should always be 
Hollowed with the most  meti- 
Jculous precision. It is possible, 
with all justice, to go further 
Jand contend that not only should 
the form of announcement 
Istandardised but that the widest 
possible publicity of the Coun- 
Jcil’s intentions should be ziven 
to such a standardised an- 
nouncement. While all muni- 
Jcipal notifications are published 
in the Municipal Gazette, some 
jof them, by reason of their im: 
portance, appear in the advertis- 
ing columns of the local press. 
It is contended that the sale of 
municipal land is of sufficient 
importance for that practice to 
be adopted. There is support 
or this in the practice adopted 
lelsewhere, in Hongkong for the 
disposal of Crown Land, and in 
London where the London Coun- 
ty Council advertises widely 
when it has properties for sale.

that spirit is alert and, indeed, 
has just shown itself capable of 
stimulating the ‘pation to rise to 
ithe height of a critical occasion 
Jonce more. ‘Thackeray once 
proved to most people's satiafac- 
tion that snobbery existed in 
levery class: The proof would 
be “no more difficult to-day.

Kipling, 
himself a Puslic School product, 
spared not the weakness of 
ich “Plebeian” complains but| 
matchless tales of Empire 
pioneering are themselves mi 
terly vindications of the Public 
School spirit. Of efficiency, 
whether of Public or Elemen- 
tary Schools, there is ever 
plenty of criticism because, for 
some curious reason, the’ lay- 
man is always convinced that he 
knows the  schoolmaster’s job 
better than the schoolmaster 
himself.

‘An investigation into the over- 
oading of G45 passengers on the 
Ta Dah Company's steamer Ta Ho 
was started on dune 25 by officers of 
the Bureau of Shipping and Navi- 
gation which was estabNshed here 
about a year ago by the Ministry 
of Communications. ‘The steamer 
a_Ho "arrived "bere, on “Friday 
morning from ‘Tungehow, and uy 
Being noted’ ofthe’ ‘excoative 
Weight earried by the steamer, the 
management of the Company ex: 
plained that most of the passengers

Kiangst and that irrespective of 

ie company’s restrietion, they 
Donrded ‘the steamer without. even 
paying their fares. 

Packed from stem to stern, the 
‘Ta Ho aroused the attention of the 
river authorities while steaming to 
her moorage at the ‘Ta Dah Whart 
in Nantao. Before her arrival at 
the wharf, four river police officers 
were on "the scene and counted 
every passenger that landed. ‘The 
Total number of passengers was 
1818, whereas the steamer was only 

lowed to carry 673 passengers. 

‘The report of th: violation of 
shipping Yegalatios was forwarded 
by the river police to the Harbour 
Master, who "in turn notified "the 
Shipping and Navigation Bureau, 
Summoned to the office of the

‘The great thing about what) 
you eat in the hot weather is 
that it really does not matter. 
‘This, of course, is unpardonable 
heresy so far as Health Depart- 
ments and similar institutions’

preciate the argument that, if: 
you are going to be ill, you are! 
going to be ill, and that, there- 
fore, you might as well get as 
much enjoyment as possible out 
of what you are eating while you 
can. ists of “Thou shalt nots”

introduction of the refrigerator 
or even the ice-chest? If the 
claims of the innumerable sale: 
men of these articles—and, by 
the way, how do they find out 
that you have taken a new flat? 
‘—are to be believed, they are

the diet of the family as any- 
‘thing which could possibly have 
been devised by the sponsors of 
the Commandments of Food. 
‘There may, however, be  dif- 
ferences of opinion so far as diet 
‘without these modern convenien- 
ces is concerned. It is possible 
that the family, if such stil 
exists in this civilised city, which 
still believes that the morning’s 
milk can be kept until eventide

re there is no intention to 
preach a heresy. Let facts 
Speak for themselves, with the 
reader bearing in mind that, it 
fs always safer to drive as far 
away as possible fzom the edge 
of a precipice in case of 
accidents. In how many cases, 
however, does the delicate dis 
crimination in selection of sum- 
met foodstuffs which appears to 
be necessary depend upon the 
meiins of the person or persons 
concerned? ‘There are some 
who cannot afford to be too dis- 
eriminating. With full know- 
ledge of the finportance of health 
and happiness, they will prefer 
tthe ‘fifty cent meal with its 
attendant risks to the one dollar 
and. fifty cents repast with its 
almost certain safety. ‘Then 
‘positions do exist in which there 

nothing to choose from, What 
happens then? ‘The human 
being, spurred on by instincts 
whieh tell him that he must eat 
or starve, and inspired by a 
somewhat natural reluctance to 
do the latter, , eats "just what 
combs up next,’no matter what it 
is. ‘There are plenty of old 
hardies who have travelled in 
the. interior in the summer 
moriths who know exactly what 
that means. And the same thing 
applies in drinks, too. 

Nearly everybody in the in- 
terior drinks tea, You have 
‘only got to look at the water to 
understand. why... Anywhere 
along the canals or. rivers of 
Ghina you cah see. the water- 
carrier’ go down to the creék- 
side with his buckets and fill 
them,. entirely irrespective of 
what" might be contaminating 
the stream just above him.

There may be oc- 
casions when it might be termed 
‘a pernicious fluid. One day, in 
the dim and remote future, a 
school may arise which may 
demand the total prohibition of 
tea, with all the paraphernalia 
necessary to the enforcement of 
such a prohibition. In which 
case the subject of tea may be- 
‘come as controversial as what is| 
now known as “liquor. 

It is futile, however, to deny 
‘the uses of tea in certain cir- 
cumstances. The steaming hot 
drink, gently sipped because the 
human gullet is not constructed 
like the salamander’s, undoubted- 
ly has ig effects. upon 
the hottest day—eventually. A\ 
there's the rub! Of immediat 
satisfaction when you are most 
desirous of it there is little or 
none. No matter that it may 
prevent the perilous swelling of 
the veins of the neck which many 
péople say foreshadows  heat-| 
stroke. No matter that, by heat- 
ing up the interior to almost 
boiling point, it makes 
hottest sun feel externally cool. 
It does not immediately appease 




















that craving for something 
liquid. Then, again, there are 
drawbacks to the » seasoned 


traveller which may not at first 
be apparent to his raw com- 
panion. When you call upon s0- 
Jand-so and are welcomed with 
jcups of tea poured from an 
jearthenware pot which is heated 
over a small earthenware bow! of 
char¢oal, who is to vouch for the 
cleanliness of the tea-pot. The 
Chinese are notoriously careless 
in many things which foreigners 
regard as elements of hygiene. 
‘Then again, they are economical 
to an unexpected degree, and 
the tea-leaves may have been in 
the pot for several days, a few 
additions each morning ‘to give 
the beverage a fresher flavour. 
Or perhaps mine host has 
stabbed down the spout with 
a hair pin, or even blow down 
it to clear ‘it when it is clogged.

In the matter of food there is 
an even greater speculative risk, 
because there are more varieties 
of food. Things are eaten that 
cannot be mentioned in polite 
conversation. Hence it is 
always better, when indulging in 
‘meal in the hinterland, not to 
inquire too closely about, the 
materials with which it has been 
prepared. Nor is it advisable 
to visit the kitchen, for there the 
filth and wholesale disregard for 
the most primitive forms of 
tion would appal the most 

It is necessary to eat, 
and when there is nothing to eat 
but what is provided for one in 
circumstances like these, then it 
is best to eat and leave the con: 
sequences to look, after them- 
selves. The main article of diet 
¢. ‘This is an admirable 
grain, but it eannot be denies 
that its uses resemble more what 
is known as “bulk” in horse: 
feeds—boosa or chopped straw. 
Great things may have been 
done on exclusive rice diets, but 
they are very difficult to believe.

FUTURE OF GOLD STANDARD 


Good Reason for Believing It Will Not 
Be Abandoned

It is now being suggested in some 
quarters that, since the value of gold 
in terms of ‘commodities has risen 
so greatly in recent years, the metal 
should be replaced as a world stand- 
fard of value by some other metal 
or combination of metals the value 
lof. which might be expected to re- 
main more stable. Such proposals 
fare, however, at present of little 
more than academic interest. Gold 
attained its preeminence as a mone- 
tary metal in the modern world not 
[by accident, but because, more than 
any other commodity, it fulfilled the 
requirements shown’ by experience 
to be necessary for an international 
standard of value, If the operat 
of the post-war gold-standard sys- 
tem has proved unsatisfactory it is 
because it has been called upon to 
fulfil an impossible task. The causes 
that have led to the present maldis- 
‘tribution of gold, and the consequent 
erhancement of its value, would 
probably have affected in like man- 
her any other metal chosen as the 
‘world standard of value, while past 
‘experience of bimetallism, and the 
complexities of the silver problem, 
make it unlikely that any attempt 
in the mear future to introduce a 
joint standard of gold and silver 
would prove generally acceptable. 
If it is agreed that there is a 
likelihood of @ general desire to re 
turn to gold in preference to the 
adoption of either bimetallism or 
seme form of internationally man- 
faged currency, itis necessary to 
consider in what circumstances and 
how soon such a result is likely to 
be achieved. It is, of course, by 
no means certain as yet that’ the 
tide of world finance is at its lowest 
ebb, and the progress of financial 
events during the next few months, 
‘especially in the U. S. A., will be 
watched with the keenest’ interest. 
Responsible leaders of American 
finance have several times recently 
ridiculed the idea that the United 
States may abandon the gold stand- 
ard, and, provided the will to re- 
‘main on gold is there, and the popu- 
Tar demand for governmental action 
to improve the economic situation 
does not develop too far along 
fationary lines, there appears at 
present little doubt as to America’s 
Ability to maintain the gold stand- 
ard.

POLISHING CUT GLASS 


To give a lasting finish to cut 
glass ware something more than the 
‘usual washing with hot soapy water 
is necessary.
